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FOREWORD 


A monograph on one of South Africa's most remarkable statesmen, Hendrik 
Frensch Verwoerd, who was murdered exactly 50 years ago when at the pinnacle 
of his brilliant term of office as Prime Minister ofthe Republic of South Africa, 
has appeared out of the pen of Stephen Goodson, well known expelled insider 
of the Reserve Bank of South Africa. In this Foreward Marthinus van Bart, 
specialist writer and cultural journalist of 40 years standing, discusses Verwoerd 


E. the biography Hendrik Frensch Verwoerd: South Africa s Greatest Prime 
Minister. 


When evaluating Hendrik Frensch Verwoerd (1901-1966) as one of the greatest 
statesmen of the modern world, one cannot, first of all, overlook the stature of 
another Afrikaner statesman and predecessor of 80 years earlier whose divine 
mantle as real leader of his people fell on Verwoerd's shoulders. This man 
was President Stephanus Johannes Paulus Kruger. Kruger was four times 
elected President of the Zuid-Afrikaansche Republiek (ZAR) “and the man 
who was during his twenty years of office the most conspicuous figure in the 
history of South Africa"; Like Kruger, Verwoerd was for the eight years of 
his leadership in the spotlight on the World's political stage, and “his life and 
his acts may be said to have constituted the history of South Africa".* In his 
biography on Kruger - first published in 1941: Paul Kruger - His Life and 
Times" Judge Manfred Nathan states: "Many have spoken of Cecil Rhodes 
[most visible figurehead of the powerful Anglo American hegemony] as the 
rival and antagonist of Kruger. This, however, was merely accidental. Had 
Rhodes not been there, Kruger would still have played a great and, in some 
respects, a commanding part in South African affairs." 


"The struggle of Paul Kruger to maintain independence [for the ZAR], 
although from the point of view of visible success it failed in the end, was 
not unavailing. Amid the distractions of a divided people, poor and almost 
entirely lacking material resources, he welded apparently conflicting elements 
into one cohesive whole. Though at first ill-supported by those who should 
have sustained him in his efforts, he converted a disunited and enfeebled 
community into one that was united and self-reliant. At the beginning 
he was derided and distrusted, while those who were opposed to him on 
national and racial grounds lost no opportunity of denigrating his efforts

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and subjecting him to scorn and contempt, not unmixed with hate; but he 
triumphed over these things, and if not during his life, then certainly after his 
death his opponents and his enemies paid involuntary tribute to the great 


oy 


qualities which were his”. 


Nathan equals Kruger to the American statesman, Abraham Lincoln, “who 
liberated the slaves from bondage and his own people from narrowness of 
spirit into a wider conception of justice and humanity. Kruger liberated his own 
equals; he taught them national self-reliance and self-respect. He showed them 
how to maintain the spirit of love for their own country, and justice to their 
fellow men. His example has been a lasting influence. He remained the founder 


of the South African spirit. He gave his people a soul.” 


The judge also states that Kruger’s sincerity “caused men to feel that he was 

e father of his people, and that he was one who deserved and possessed the 
devotion as well as the respect due to a father. Yet, he was more than a pater 
patriae. He was the dominant figure. He not only wielded the fortunes of his 
country by dint of his own strong and unshakeable will, but, whether for good 
or ill, he influenced and perplexed and distracted the leaders of public opinion 
in Great Britain, that Power to whom he was for so many years opposed. If 
he aroused the bitterest antagonism of some among them, he caused these, as 
well as those who were well-disposed to him, to reflect, and sometimes even to 
change their policy with regard to South African affairs. In so doing, he drew | 
upon himself the attention of the whole world. Such a man cannot be said to | 
have been insignificant." 


The judge concludes that Kruger *was not only the most conspicuous figure 
of his age. To men of future times, he remains a lasting influence. It may still 
be written that no one has had a greater power and stimulus than he upon the 
minds of his people for generations yet to come. He was a man of the people, 
he grew up with the people; he lived for the people.” 


Stephen Goodson in his well researched synoptic biography on Verwoerd 
analyses step by step the remarkable career of this brilliant man - spanning from 
an academic scholar and Professor of Sociology, Social Welfare, Psycholog) 
and Psycho technique to a pragmatic politician intent on rebuilding an Empire- 
ruined South African Union into a self-respecting, independent Republic 2 
South Africa, a leader in World affairs and a home to all its inhabitants witholl 
striking out any community’s individual culture and identity, leaving the 5e 
image and self-respect of each intact.

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On 2 September 1958 Dr. Hendrik Frensch Verwoerd (1901-1966) became the 
leader of the National Party - and with that appointment the sixth Prime Minister 
of the Union of South Africa. By his efforts, and amid great opposition, on 
31 May 1961 South Africa became the Republic of South Africa. So modest 
was he, that he preferred that another, C.R. (Blackie) Swart, would be the first 
president of South Africa, and he himself remained Prime Minister. 


Where Kruger left off in 1899, Verwoerd extended and enlarged all these 
virtuous deeds attributed to Kruger to do the same and much, much more for his 
people, all South Africans: the Afrikaner community, the English community, 
the diverse communities of European descent, as well as the coloured peoples 
and the diverse black peoples within our borders. He was a champion for all 
South Africa as a great country with a great nation, walking tall amongst the 
top nations and great countries of the world. 


In his biography Judge Nathan revealed that Paul Kruger was proposed as the 
very first candidate for the Nobel Peace Prize of 1899, when it was established. 
Nominations for the award were considered by the Swedish Parliament in so 
far as it affected Science and Literature, and by the Norwegian Parliament in 
so far as it affected the Peace aspect. The proposal for Kruger was made by 
the member for Uppsala, and it was seconded by the member for Jónkóping. 
A committee of five was appointed to report. At The Hague Peace Conference 
of 1899, it was decided not to award the prize to the heads of states." The first 
Nobel Peace Prize was only awarded in 1901 - to a British subject. 


After Britain signed the Hague Treaty for Civilized Warfare in 1899 at this very 
conference - neither the Republic of Transvaal (Zuid-Afrikaansche Republiek) 
nor the Republic of the Orange Free State was invited - Britain proceeded 
to make war on the civilian inhabitants of the Boer Republics by means of 
scorched earth warfare. This rapine war was to enable the Empire to lay hold 
on the massive Witwatersrand gold reserves, coal and the rest of the mineral 
wealth of the country. As Kruger, the most excellent proponent for the Nobel 
Peace Prize in his time was Hendrik Verwoerd. But instead his life - and with 
that a civilized South Africa - was robbed from him by the deadly knife of a 
psychiatrically conditioned assassin of the international underworld money- 
and-power mafia. Instead, the Nobel Prize went to the two main icons of the 
dramatic demise of a once prosperous Republic, Nelson Mandela, who was 
convicted of terrorism and high treason, and his friend and equal, FW de Klerk, 
the last white president of the country. They were the combined recipients of 
the Nobel Peace Prize of 1993 awarded for “the peaceful demise of Apartheid”.

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In 2001 de Klerk's wife, Marike, was brutally murdered in her secured hom 
by an assassin. This was shortly after De Klerk deserted her in a scandalous 


adultery with the wife of a Greek shipping magnate. 


Stephen Goodson's biography of 145 pages contains a reader-friendly and 
updated synopsis of Verwoerd's life and career. Then it zooms in on the 
enemies of Verwoerd and the motives for his assassination. Very interesting 
is the detailed reference to the secret Hoek Report of 1965 on the incredible 
wealth and power of the Anglo American Corporation (AAC) and its diverse 
affiliates, its links to international banking and governance, and the near 
absolute stranglehold it has on the South African financial world, as well as 
on the community at large. The title of the report, delivered in Afrikaans, is 
Die oormatige konsentrasie van kapitaal, produksie en bemarking binne die 
Invloedsfeer van 'n enkelbeheergroep, sy mag om te kan bepaal waar "n groot 
gedeelte van die beskikbare kapitaalsfondse van die private sektor belê sal 
word. en dus waar werkverskaffing sal wees en nie sal wees nie, en moontlike 
teenmaatreëls. Translated into English it reads: The Excessive Concentration 
of Capital, Production, and Market within the Sphere of Influence of a Single 
Controlling Group, its Power to determine where a Large Portion of the 
Available Capital Funds of the Private Sector shall be invested and where the 
Provision of Work shall be, and Possible Counter Measures. 


In 1964 Prof. Piet Hoek, Professor in Economics of the University of Pretoria 
and assistant manager of Iscor, privately visited Verwoerd at his office and told 
him of his concern about the absolute power and influence of the AAC and the 
danger it posed for the peace and prosperity ofthe Republic. He asked Verwoerd 
if he could compile a report on the AAC to be tabled in Parliament. Verwoerd 
answered that he would welcome such a report. As Prime Minister he coul 
not request it, but if he received this report, he would table it in Parliament 
However, before the Hoek-report could be tabled, the Prime Minister is 
assassinated. Subsequently Prof. Hoek handed the report to Advocate B-. 
(John) Vorster, who succeeded Verwoerd as Prime Minister. Vorster's ids 
was to declare the report top secret and to forbid the publication thereol. $ 
report has never been published and its contents have ever since boan vs 
secret from the very people directly affected in their livelihood and da! n Y 
by this almighty organisation, namely the diverse Peoples of the Repu 
South Africa. 


In this respect Dr. Louis Bothma of Bloemfontein in his recentl 
book Vang in Boer “ has the following to say on Verwoerd, the mo i 
and the assassination-drama of 50 years ago: In 1966 Mao ane 1 the 
strength to strength - also in economic terms.

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Sharpeville police station and subseguent shooting incident - South Africa 
was on the verge of a collapse. In 1966 the economic growth rate was 6% and 
the inflation rate 2%. On 31 July 1966 the newspaper Rand Daily Mail (one of 
the staunchest opponents of the Verwoerd government and apartheid) wrote: 
Dr. Verwoerd has reached the peak of a remarkable career... the nation 
is suffering from a surfeit of prosperity. But Verwoerd was worried that too 
much of this prosperity was in the hands of a money power wanting to put the 
apartheid project off track because it blocked its opportunity to make money. 
Political-wise big business wanted an integrated South Africa, not a divided 
but ethnically shared country. Verwoerd was well aware of this opposition and 
was worried that influential groups such as Anglo American, busy diversifying 
from mining to manufacturing and finance, would ultimately dictate the 
economic course of the country and eventually also the politics of South Africa. 
He therefore welcomed the initiative of Prof. Piet Hoek in 1964 to investigate 
the Anglo American Group and place a report on his desk for a revelation in 
Parliament. This Hoek Report was never made public by Verwoerd's successor, 
John Vorster. The specific reference in the report to Counter Measures was 
something Anglo American's chairman, Harry Oppenheimer, would not 
have liked. Oppenheimer, who represented Kimberley from 1948 to 1957 as 
a member of the United Party in Parliament and spokesman for this party's 
economic, financial and constitutional affairs, was an outspoken opponent of 
Verwoerd's apartheid-concept. 


Bothma writes that in 1966, at the pinnacle of his political career, Verwoerd 
(as Paul Kruger of the old Transvaal Boer-republic) broadly obstructed the 
path of his enemies, overseas as well as within our borders - even within 
his own party. Frustrated because they were not succeeding in any direction 
(economics, military, politics, justice and diplomacy), these enemies of South 
Africa focused their attacks on the person of Dr. Hendrik Verwoerd. 


On 28 August 1966 The Sunday Tribune featured an earth shattering editorial 

on its front page: ‘Verwoerd must go’ plan — Cape Nats back Anton Rupert: 

The knives are out in the Nationalist Party. Dr. Verwoerd faces the most serious 

split his Party has known since it came to power in 1948 — and Dr. Verwoerd 
is the main target. Nationalist rebels would like to see Dr. Verwoerd replaced 
by Mr. Anton Rupert, the politically moderate tobacco tycoon who has found 
acceptability in international circles, as no Nationalist Party leader has yet 
done ... Now there has been a carefully planned operation to isolate Dr. 
Verwoerd and force a showdown. “Verwoerd must go. Verwoerd is the main 
target. The knives are out. A carefully planned operation to isolate Verwoerd. 
Verwoerd must fall...” writes Bothma. On 6 September 1966 Dr. Verwoerd 


was murdered in his seat in the House of Assembly. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Hendrik Frensch* Verwoerd was the dominant figure in South African politics 
during the latter half of the twentieth century. After decades of dilly-dallyin 

and indecision he rose above his contemporaries to provide a policy, a Solution 
and a vision which would enable all the peoples of South Africa to participate 
and share in the wealth and prosperity of the country on a permanent basis. 


When addressing black people Dr. Verwoerd often alluded to the image of 
piano,” explaining that if there was to be melodious music and a harmonious 
society, both the black notes and white notes, in other words both races, would 
have to co-operate in a symbiotic relationship. 


Dr. Verwoerd stood for fairness and justice for all and for the gradud 
emancipation of the Black people at their own pace. Having established a 
moral foundation, he was convinced that political independence and economic 
interdependence could flourish side by side. He viewed separate development 
as a temporary phase, whose aim was neither to dominate nor to discriminate, 
and stated on numerous occasions that human di gnity is achieved by coexistence 


and not by living together. He was an honourable man of deep sincerity, who 
once informed an interviewer, * 


I never have the nagging doubt of wondering 
whether perhaps I am wrong”. 


There were many notable achievements during his eight years in office — the 
establishment of the Republic reconciliation between Afrikaans and English- 
speakers, resolution of the South West Africa issue in South Africa's favour and 
an economy growing at 694 per annum spurred on by the greatest programme 


of social and economic upliftment ever undertaken in South Africa's history 
which resulted in 


lich res the construction of vast townships, hospitals, clinics, schools, 
universities and sports facilities for black people.

In that same year he was elected 
chairman of the Students Representative Council. He was also chairman of the 
Debating Union and Philosophical Society and an active member of the Dram 
Society. For recreation he enjoyed hiking and playing tennis. He was awarded 
a Sir Abe Bailey bursary of £400 per year for three years at the University of 
Oxford, but declined it as he preferred to study psychology in Europe. 


In 1924 Hendrik Verwoerd continued with his studies at Stellenbosch 
and at the end of that year was awarded a D Phil degree cum laude.

Berlin, Hamburg and Leipzig. At the last named university he spent a wee

EDITOR Or DIE TRANSVALER 


In 1936 the directors of the Voortrekkerpers under the chairmanship of Mr. 
W.A. Hofmeyr, invited Dr. Verwoerd to become editor of a new Afrikaans 
daily newspaper, Die Transvaler. Prior to his departure for Johannesburg, Dr. 
Verwoerd spent a few months at the offices of the Cape Town newspaper, Die 
Burger, familiarising himself with journalism and office management. His 
task was not only to establish a newspaper, but to help rebuild the National 


Party. 


His editorship also provided him with an opportunity to make his views more 
widely known among the public and to thereby enhance his prospects of 
fulfilling a more prominent role in the National Party. In 1938 he was elected 
deputy chairman of the board of control and management committee of the 
National Party. One of the first leading editorial articles in Die Transvaler was 
titled Die Joodse Vraagstuk van die Nasionalistiese Standpunt (The Jewish 
Question from the Nationalist Point of View). 


In 1937 Anton Rupert, who later became a tobacco merchant, applied for a 
position as a reporter. He was offered a job, but later rejected it, as he said that 
he would have to study ?° by correspondence. Rupert would later become an 
arch enemy of Dr. Verwoerd and played a leading role in the plan to assassinate 
him.?! 


The majority of Afrikaners, as well as a fair number of English-speaking South 
Africans were against South Africa's participation in World War II, whose sole 
purpose was to destroy the usury-free banking systems of Germany, Italy and 
Japan. Dr. Verwoerd identified himself with this anti-war sentiment and was 
very outspoken in his condemnation of General Smuts, who was a pawn of the 
Zionists” and the international bankers.”

There is a strong possibility that Dr. Verwoerd may have suspected that the 
Ossewa Brandwag was a false front, which indeed it was. It had been set up 
by Smuts's former Secretary of Justice, Johannes Fredrik Janse van Rensburg 
in order to lure discontented Afrikaners into a fake cause which Smuts could 
monitor and control.^ One of the agents provocateurs employed by Smuts 
was B.J. Vorster, who would later take on a pivotal role in Dr Verwoerd's 
assassination, and in the dismantling of his policy of separate development.

On 22 October 1941 at midnight an attempt was made by two m 
stormjaers (assailants of the Ossewa Brandwag), armed with a pistol

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In the general election of 17 July 1943 Dr. Verwoerd was offered an opportunity

Mero where he would be more effective in promoting the cause of the 
arty. 


On3 LJ anuary 1947 at the invitation of General Smuts, the British Royal Family 
arrived in Cape Town aboard the battleship HMS Vanguard for a three month 
tour of South Africa and its surrounding territories. Dr. Verwoerd considered 
the tour to be a ploy by Smuts, which the latter hoped would improve his 
prospects of being re-elected in the following year’s general election. The visit 
would moreover retard the National Party’s aim of achieving a republic. As Dr. 
Verwoerd could do nothing about the Royal tour, he decided to ignore it, even 
though the leader of the National Party in Transvaal, Advocate J.G. Strijdom 
was against such a decision. The only report which appeared in Die Transvaler 
was a solitary paragraph: “The presence of certain visitors today will cause 
some dislocation of the traffic"? This was a repetition of a previous incident 
of antipathy towards the Royal family which took place in Stellenbosch in 
May 1925, when Dr. Verwoerd, who was at that time a lecturer in psychology, 
refused to attend a reception held in honour of the Prince of Wales.”

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Chapter IV 


MINISTER Or NATIVE AFFAIRS (1950-1958) 


In the general election held on 26 May 1948 Dr. Verwoerd stood in the Transvag 
constituency of Alberton, but lost narrowly by 171 votes. Nonetheless th 
National Party won the election by 79 to 71 seats. Dr. Verwoerd was electe, 
to the Senate as a representative of Transvaal and soon became party whip, |, 
1950 he became leader of the Nationalists in the Senate. In October of that year 
he was appointed Minister of Native Affairs, replacing Dr. E.G. Jansen who 
was elevated to the position of Governor-General. Once he had accepted the 
post, Dr. Verwoerd undertook a deep study of Bantu institutions, traditions and 
thought processes. His expertise in psychology and the use of vivid imagery 
enable him to communicate with African people with great facilitation.? Late

300 YEAR HISTORY OF APARTHEID?! 


It has been claimed that Dr. Verwoerd was the architect of apartheid, but this s 
incorrect. Eighty percent of the so called apartheid laws" were promulgated 
by the Dutch and British colonial governments between 1652 and 1910. 
For example in 1685 Governor Simon van der Stel passed a law prohibiting 
miscegenation between the different races, while on 4 November 1808 the 
Caledon introduced the first pass laws, the Hottentot Code.” On I 
er 1847 Sir Harry Smith, Governor of the Cape Colony, established 
lantustan, British Kaffraria.

A further 10% of the apartheid, or more correctly separate development laws, 
such as the Natives Land Act of 1913°* and the Natives Trust and Land Act of 
1936 were passed by the Botha-Smuts-Hertzog administrations. The latter act 
granted 1376 of the country's land, which included the richest platinum mines 
in the world, to the indigenous population. The number of hectares allocated in 
the new law increased by 150% from six million to 15 million. It also needs 
to be pointed out that these territories consisted of some of the most fertile 
regions with a high rainfall and may be juxtaposed to the fact that over 3094 of 
white land was semi-desert. 


One further factor which provides a more accurate perspective, is that if one 
includes the three former High Commission protectorates of Basutoland, 
Bechuanaland and Swaziland, which form an integral part of Southern Africa 
south of the Limpopo River, the land owned by African people of this region 
rises to 50%.” In a speech he gave on 3 September 1963, when opening the 
Transvaal Congress of the National Party in Pretoria, Dr. Verwoerd suggested, 
14 Although the Act designated only 7% of the land to Blacks, that was the land that they were occupying at 
that time, it contained two important exemptions.

Whereas in North America? and Australasia the indigenous populations were 
largely eradicated, this was not the case in Southern Africa. The Whites 
protected the Blacks and if that protection had not been given, they may well 
have been very few Black people living in the region today.” Furthermore the 
Whites also prevented the Black tribes from exterminating each other.” 


The first two prime ministers of South Africa Generals Louis Botha and 
Jan Smuts were firm supporters of separate development as the following 
quotations reveal. 


Louis Botha said the following: 


"The placing of the races on an equal footing will never bring about 
satisfaction and therefore another direction must be taken. ..that the solution is 
to be found in the expansion of the rights of the natives. One must give these 
people a certain amount of self-government — under the supervision of the 
naturally...so that they can work themselves upwards ".*

The views of General Smuts were almost identical. In a speech titled The 
White Man 5 Task, which he delivered on 22 May 1917 while a member of the 
British Imperial War Cabinet, he said: 


“We have realised that political ideas which apply to our white civilisation 
largely do not apply to the administration of native affairs. To apply the same 
institutions on an equal basis to white and black alike does not lead to the best 
results, and so a practice has grown up in South Africa of creating parallel 
institutions — giving the natives their own separate institutions on parallel lines 
with institutions for whites. It may be that on those parallel lines we may yet be 
able to solve a problem which may otherwise be insoluble...We have felt more 
and more that if we are to solve our native question it is useless to try and govern 
black and white in the same system, to subject them to the same institutions of 
government and legislation. They are different not only in colour but in mind 
and in political capacity and their political institutions should be different, 
while always proceeding on the basis of self-government...We have now 
legislation before the Parliament of the Union in which an attempt is made... 
to create all over South Africa, wherever there are any considerable native 
communities, independent self-governing institutions for them. Thus in South 
Africa you will have in the long run large areas cultivated by blacks, where 
they will look after themselves in all their forms of living and development, 
while in the rest of the country you will have white communities, which will 
govern themselves separately according to accepted European principles." In 
1929 General Smuts repeated the same ideas and policies more emphatically at 
the Rhodes Memorial Lectures held at Oxford University.

SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT 


Thus we may perceive that the structure of parallel or separate development 
had already been firmly laid down by Dr. Verwoerd's predecessors over 
the previous 300 years. Dr. Verwoerd was only responsible for refining the 
parameters and shaping them into a coherent and workable policy. The National 
Party codified many of the existing customary conventions and practices such 
as the Immorality Act of 1949,” Prohibition of Mixed Marriages Act of 1949 
and the Group Areas Act of 1950 which provided for separate residential areas. 
Dr. Verwoerd also replaced passes with identity books. The purpose of these 
identity books was to protect existing workers from the influx of non-urban 
blacks and illegal immigrants, who would force wages down and reduce their 
living standards. All these laws were designed to protect the indigenous 
population rather than to harm them. 


In a speech™ he gave to the South Africa Club on 17 March 1961, Dr. Verwoerd 

explained that when the first settlers arrived they did not come as colonists or 

colonisers and that they only occupied vacant land. They first encountered 

black people at the Great Fish River in the Eastern Cape in 1779 and did not

JOMLINSON COMMISSION 


In 1950 F.R. Tomlinson, professor of agricultural economics at the University of 
Stellenbosch, was appointed to make a thorough survey of the socio-economic 
development of the native reserves, Although the work of the Commission for 
the Socio-Economic Development of the Bantu Areas within the Union of South 


Africa was completed in 1954, it was only on 14 May 1956 that Dr. Verwoerd 
discussed the report in parliament. 


The Commission proposed the establishment of a number of Bantu homelands. 
In order to absorb the population increase in the reserves, it was recommended 
that improved agricultural practices be adopted and that the population be 
spread more evenly over the designated territories. It also recommended that 
the homelands should be industrialised with white capital, as part of an overall 
national policy of decentralisation.“ This was one of the two points on which 
Dr. Verwoerd differed; the other being the replacement of communal tenure of 
agricultural land with individual tenure, which would undermine the authority 
of the chiefs. He said that it was not only immoral to employ white capital, 
but that it would necessitate providing security of tenure to the white owners 
and result in whites having to settle in the proximity of the industrial areas in 
the homelands. 


The matter was resolved by the setting up industries? which were located up 
to 30 miles (SOkm) distant from the borders of the homelands. These border 
industries were financed with white capital and were granted financial incentives 
such as subsidised railway rates and tax concessions. These industries ET 
generally labour intensive. Bantu workers were able to commute daily to their 
place of work and live with their families which was an important Bee in 
promoting social stability. They were also able to spend a portion of their 


income in the homelands.™

BANTU TOWNSHIPS 


During World War II when many new industries, particularly on the 
Witwatersrand, were established, the United Party government had allowed 
hundreds of thousands of blacks to stream into the urban areas without 
providing them with proper accommodation and amenities. Dr. Verwoerd’s 
Department of Native Affairs embarked on a massive programme of slum 
clearance, replacing these hideous eyesores with neatly laid out townships 
with houses built on a plot and service scheme basis. Each plot had a garden 
and each township had a dedicated railway connection." The townships were 
divided into ethnic areas so as to prevent friction and to facilitate the provision 
of mother tongue education. Liaison officers were appointed to maintain links 
with the respective homelands. 


The financing of these townships was undertaken by government and was 
supplemented by levies“ (2s. 6d. per week) paid by employers on behalf of 
their black employees in terms of the Bantu Services Levy Act of 1952. As 
the whites paid 90% of the taxes at that time, they were the ultimate source of 
these funds.

Regarding the native reserves, Dr. Verwoerd said that additional land would only 
be granted under the Act of 1936 after a judicious and thorough investigation.® 
More land was not the solution as it would be overgrazed.? What was 
needed was a change in methods of agriculture. A vigorous campaign against 
overgrazing and soil erosion would be undertaken. The reserves would be 
provided with schools and improved social, health and welfare services. The 
blacks would provide their own police, post office and railway officials, school 
teachers and social workers.” The Bantu Authorities Act of 1951 created the 
legal basis for self-determination of the various ethnic and linguistic tribes and 
traditional homeland reserves and established tribal, regional and territorial 
authorities. Seven radio stations were established for the different African 
languages. This ability to govern themselves would engender pride in their 
achievements and their homeland.Dr. Verwoerd believed that the homelands 
could support a much higher population. In a speech in parliament on 14 
May 1956 he said that Pondoland in the Eastern Cape, which has an area of 
120,421 square miles (311,888 square kilometres) could sustain a population 
of 19 million, if it were governed by Europeans, such as Belgians, Danes 
or Italians." In order to stimulate industrialisation, the Bantu Investment 
Corporation was established on 3 June 1959 with a capital of R2 million. It 
financed commercial and industrial enterprises in the homelands and by 1963 
had granted 339 loans with a value of R1.07 million. 


GROUP AREAS ACT 


In 1950 the Group Areas Act was promulgated and was followed by the Separate 
Amenities Act in 1953. The Group Areas Act was a source of contention, 
particularly amongst the Coloured and Indian communities. The removal of 
the inhabitants of District Six on the outskirts of the centre of the city of Cape 
Town from 1966 onwards caused much protest, but it was justified, as the 
area had become an overcrowded, unsanitary and unsafe slum, which had been 
condemned by health authorities for decades. Furthermore over half of the 
properties were owned by Jewish slumlords.

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BANTU EDUCATION 


In 1950 when Dr. Verwoerd assumed the Native Affairs portfolio, he also 
asked that Bantu education be transferred from the department of education to 
his department, as it complemented his portfolio. He was fully aware of the 
racial-biological differences between the races” and that one cannot change 
the inherent nature of Blacks and their inability to plan for the long term, 
which is reflected in their languages having only a present tense, no past or 
future tenses and a very limited vocabulary. Separate systems of education 
were thus indispensable for the advancement of each racial group, and in 
particular for the Bantu people. These differences may not only be observed in 
skin colour and morphology, but primarily in their biological make-up. Thus 
it has been proven scientifically that the average weight of a White brain is 
1,413 gm," while that of a Black is 1,249 gm.” The average cubic capacity 
of a White brain is 1,481 cu. cm. and that of a Black is 1,316 cu.cm. The 
cerebral cortex is thicker, the gyri more complicated and the sulci are deeper 
in the case of white brains." The cortex governs the most advanced types 
of mental activity such as mathematical ability and other forms of abstract 
reasoning. The frontal lobe*' of the White forebrain is more developed than 
that of a Black person. Thus the latter's ability in the performance of thinking, 
planning, communication and behaviour is more limited than that of Whites. 
Even more important than brain size are differences in brain shape, fissuration, 
the number of pyramidal neurons and super-granular layer thickness. It has 
been proven that the depth of fissuration is related to superior intelligence 
and that the brains of Whites have deeper fissures in the frontal and occipital 
regions. The discovery in April 2012 by an international team of scientists of 
the gene HMGA2, which determines brain size and intelligence, has confirmed 
the supremacy of the racial-determinant view of intelligence and achievement 
and completely displaces the nurture and culture argument of the followers of 
the Jewish pseudo-scientist Franz Uri Boas.

The following year in 1955 left-wing agitators tried to organise a boycott on 
the Witwatersrand in which 7,000 school children stayed away. Dr. Verwoerd 
reacted quickly and told the parents that either the children returned to 
school immediately or he would close them permanently. Within ten days a 
delegation of parents came to ask him for forgiveness and said that they would 
not misbehave again by keeping their children at home, and would moreover 
take action against people or organisations who incited further action.” 


By 1961 there were 4,000 parents serving on 496 school boards and more 
than 34,000 parents were serving on school committees. In 1963 there 
were 8,463 Bantu schools and 29,702 teachers at these schools. Between 
1948 and 1963 expenditure on Bantu education increased by 19476 from 
R8.5 million to R25 million.” In 1967 80% of Blacks in the age group 
seven to 20 were literate and 8396 of those in the age group seven to 14 
were attending school. As Black children became more literate, there was 
a tendency for some of them to look down on their illiterate parents. Dr. 
Verwoerd rectified that problem by introducing evening schools for adults. 


Bantu education was a huge success and it gave Black people recognition for 
their educational achievements and genuine hope for the future.”

ESTABLISHMENT OF A REPUBLIC 


On 20 January 1960 Dr. Verwoerd announced in parliament that the governmen 


had decided to hold a referendum on whether South Africa should remain a self 


governing British dominion, which owed allegiance to the British crown, In 
order to raise this significant event above party politics,! it had been decided 
that each White voter' would be given the Opportunity to express him- or 
herself irrespective of party considerations. Even if only a small majority 
voted in favour of a republic, it would be acceptable. Dr. Verwoerd cited the 
narrow winning margin of 13 votes in parliament on 5 September 1939, when 
it was decided to declare war on Germany in World War II.'* 


He also revealed that the functions of the head of government (prime minister) 
and head of state would remain separate, so that the sovereignty of the people 
would be retained. In the new republican form of government there would 
be give and take — the English-speakers would give up the monarchy, while 
the Afrikaans-speakers would not be given an executive president, as was the 
case in the Boer republics.! Furthermore the South African flag, coat of arm 


and national anthem would not be changed and South Africa would remain à 
member of the British Commonwealth. 


Dr. Verwoerd conducted an intensive campaign, speaking in Bloemfonte!!: 
Groblersdal, Lichtenburg, Port Elizabeth, Johannesburg, Pretoria, Windhoek 
and lastly at the Goodwood show grounds in Cape Town, speaking before 
crowds of 5,000, 10,000 and 15,000 people. In his final speech he advised his 
supporters that if they should win, they should celebrate their victory modes 
so as not to antagonise their opponents.

THE YEAR 1960 


1960 would be a watershed year for both Africa and South Africa. The 
European colonial powers were informed by the international bankers that the 
indigenous populations had reached such a state of development that it would 
only be fair to grant them their "independence" and uhuru (freedom), even 
though they had barely left the nursery stage of civilisation. This change in 
direction suited both parties. The colonial powers would save on the expense 
of having to subsidise and develop these colonies (which it was indeed their 
responsibility), while the international bankers led by the Rothschild syndicate 
would plunge these hapless territories into irredeemable and permanent debt. 
They would be ably assisted by the economic hitmen of the International 
Monetary Fund and World Bank. 


The resulting chaos, bloodshed, secessions, coups d'etat, military dictatorships 
and subsequent collapse in health and living standards would be deemed as 
regrettable, but unavoidable consequences. Only Portugal, Rhodesia and South 
Africa were prepared to resist this lunacy. In the first half of 1960 South Africa 
was subjected to a three pronged attack — the visit of British Prime Minister, 
Harold Macmillan, followed by the CIA-orchestrated riots at Sharpeville and 
in other urban areas, and the MI6 planned assassination of Dr. Verwoerd. All 
three events were intended to prepare the ground for a violent revolution, 
which ultimately failed.

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HAROLD MACMILLAN'S VISIT 


On 5 January 1960 Harold Macmillan accompanied by his wife Lady Dorothy 
departed on his errand to inform the various colonial administrations that their 
time was up. On 27 January 1960 the Macmillans arrived in Johannesburg 
While Mr. Macmillan was in Pretoria he visited the African township of 
Meadowlands and Pietersburg in the Northern Transvaal. At the latter venue 
he met Chief Frank Maserumule who gave Mr. Macmillan a leopard skin Which 
he draped over his shoulders. Chief Chuene then informed Mr. Macmillan: 
“You see for yourself now — we do not live in chains!

On 1 February 1960 the Macmillans arrived in Cape Town and stayed at the 
prime minister's residence, Groote Schuur. The following morning the two 
prime ministers had a discussion lasting several hours.'? Dr. Verwoerd so 
realised that he could not have any confidence in Mr. Macmillan and viewe 
him with suspicion. He was shocked to learn that he was not a man of principle 
when he said that a leader must not be narrow-minded, and should be able 10 
adjust his principles as a boat adjusts its sails to the wind”. 


The following morning at 10.30 am Mr. Macmillan gave his famous “wind ol 
change" speech. Ironically, during his stay in Cape Town there was 4 strong 
south-easter wind and the top of Table Mountain was covered in white clou"

This was a sly 
trick, not unknown to British politicians, whereby Mr. Macmillan hoped to 
cause Dr. Verwoerd maximum discomfit and embarrassment by catching him 
on the back foot. 


Mr. Macmillan's speech consisted of ten typed pages, which had been prepared 
months before in Whitehall, and was delivered in what is usually known 
as diplomatic "speak" as he condemned and insulted his host in guarded 
language, warning White South Africans that they should mend their ways 
and fit in with what was happening elsewhere in Africa. Mr. Macmillan droned 
on sonorously about the fact that: 


“The most striking of all the impressions I have formed since I left 
London a month ago is of the strength of this African national consciousness. 
In different places it takes different forms, but it is happening everywhere. The 
wind of change is blowing throughout the continent... 


He continued: 


“As I see it, the great issue in this second half of the twentieth century 
is whether the uncommitted peoples of Asia and Africa will swing to the East 
or the West... 


“Of course, I realise that these are hard, difficult and sometimes baffling 
problems...As a fellow member of the Commonwealth we have always tried to 
give South Africa our support and encouragement, but I hope you will not mind 
my saying frankly that there are some aspects of your policies which make it 
impossible for us to do this without being false to our own deep convictions 
about the political destinies of free men to which in our own territories we are 
trying to give effect”. 


This was a fine example of British hypocrisy, as we now know this "wind 
of change" was not intended to liberate the Black people, but to replace one 
form of control which was honest and direct, with another form of white power 
exercised indirectly and dishonestly through puppet regimes no matter how 
brutal and inefficient.

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SHARPEVILLE RIOT 


On Monday, 21 March 1960 a nation-wide anti-pass campaign began under 
the auspices of the Pan African Congress. Lurking behind the scenes was a 
CIA front, the African American Institute,” whose agents provocateurs had 
intimidated Black workers and dragged them out of their homes in order to 
enforce their participation."^ They also prevented all the bus drivers from 
taking the workers to their places of employment. Another key figure who 
stoked up the agitation was the Bishop of Johannesburg, Bishop Ambrose 
Reeves, who fled the country shortly thereafter on 1 April 1960 as "a 
persecuted Christian".?' There were no grounds for any form of resentment. 

As has already been pointed out, the principal purpose of the passes was 

to protect existing workers from the influx of non-urban blacks and illegal 

immigrants, who would force wages down and reduce their living standards. 

Workers were being housed in huge new townships and Black unemployment 

was low at about 1096.1? 


The major flashpoint was a police station at Sharpeville, Vereeniging 
where 20.000 Blacks armed with pangas (machetes), metal pipes and guns 
were demanding that they be arrested for having destroyed their passes. 
Reinforcements could not be summoned as the telephone wires had been cut 
ahead of time by the revolutionaries. 150 policemen were trying to calm the 
crowd down, when a constable's revolver accidentally fell out of his holster 
and discharged a shot. The crowd then advanced. With the memory of the 
Cato Manor riot in Durban, which had happened only two months previously 
on 24 January 1960, when four white and five Black policemen were hacked to 
death, they opened fire on the menacing crowd. 69 were killed and 180 were 
wounded.

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FIRST ASSASSINATION ATTEMPT 


Prior to the first assassination attempt on Dr. Verwoerd on 9 April 1960 at 
the Union Exposition held at the Witwatersrand Show Grounds by a disturbed 
multi-millionaire, David Beresford Pratt, the leading business organisations 
in South Africa took it upon themselves to demand various fundamental 
changes in government policy. The Association of Chambers of Commerce, 
South African Federated Chamber of Industries, Chamber of Mines and 
the Afrikaanse Handelsinstituut said that grievances of the Blacks must be 
removed, there must be no penalties for disobeying the pass system, the liquor 
laws must be changed, wages must be raised, the Blacks must no longer be 
treated as migrant labour, but as permanent residents with property rights and 
representation in local government and that the homelands must be developed 
with white capital.” Adding to this crescendo for a complete reversal of 
National Party policy was Margaret Ballinger, one of the three former Native 
representatives in parliament, who launched a campaign on 27 March 1960 


under the slogan “Verwoerd must go". "7? 


Shortly after Dr. Verwoerd had given the opening address that afternoon, while 
he was seated, he was approached by Pratt who fired two shots from a .22 
pistol at point-blank range. The first bullet penetrated Dr. Verwoerd's right 
cheek near his nostril just below his skull. By a miracle it missed all his vital 
structures such as the spinal cord, carotid artery, jugular vein, vagus nerve, 
thyroid and respiratory passage. A second bullet struck him just below the ear, 
while a third shot went off as Pratt was being overpowered by bystanders. Dr. 
Verwoerd was taken in a conscious state to the Johannesburg General Hospital 
and two days later he was transferred to the Pretoria General Hospital. While 
in hospital Dr. Verwoerd received messages of sympathy from all races and 
groups, including one from The Queen.” In the words of one of the specialists, 
Dr. Verwoerd's recovery was "absolutely miraculous”? and on 15 May 1960 
he returned to his official home Libertas. On 31 May 1960 he gave a speech at 
the Union Festival in Bloemfontein, which commemorated the first 50 years of 


the Union of South Africa. 


Pratt, who had been suffering for years from fits of epilepsy and depression, 
appeared before a preliminary hearing in the Johannesburg Magistrates’ Court 
on 20 and 21 July 1960. Medical reports filed by five different psychiatrists 
confirmed that Pratt could not be held criminally liable for having shot Dr.

Both Advocate Piet Pretorius and Jaap 
Marais'? have expressed the opinion that MI6 was behind Dr. Verwoerd 
attempted assassination. However, the most compelling evidence Supporting 
this thesis has been provided by Dr. Allan Bird in his book Bird on the 
wing: Autobiography, 1916-1992. Allan Bird practised as a neurologist in 
Johannesburg. In 1953 Dr. Solly Jacobson, who had studied medicine at the 
universities of the Witwatersrand, Edinburgh and London joined his practice. 
Jacobson was deeply involved in the politics of the South African Communist 
Party and one of his “closest friends"? was its secretary general, Joe Slovo 
(real name Yossel Mashel Slovotnik). Bird attended several, clandestine 
gatherings meeting both Slovo and Mandela, but later lost interest, as he did 
not like the subversive nature of these meetings. On one occasion in 1959 
Jacobson blurted out: *If Verwoerd goes on like this HE IS GOING TO GET 
A BULLET" adding that *Verwoerd is a mad man and is dragging the country 
to ruin". ?* 


On the night of the assassination, Jacobson telephoned his colleague Bird in a 
highly agitated state and asked him to visit his patient, David Pratt, at the Police 
Forensic Laboratory in Braamfontein, where he was being examined. Jacobson 
was afraid that Pratt might be tortured and reveal who had been handling him. 
Advocate Israel “Issy” Maisels,5 a close associate of Jacobson, also came on 
the line and pleaded with Bird to go there, but Bird refused saying that Pratt 
was not his patient. As it transpired nothing untoward happened to Pratt and 
he was treated very kindly." 


On 1 October 1961 Pratt committed suicide. Jacobson was inconsolable with 
grief. Bird then came to the startling conclusion that Jacobson had coached 


the unstable and drug dependent Pratt to murder Dr. Verwoerd. Bird writes 25 
follows: 


“As I was trying to console Solly, he told me that Pratt's or iginal

Although it was not the custom to deliberate 
on the internal affairs of member states, Dr. Verwoerd gave permission for South 
Africa's policies to be discussed. With the exception of the prime ministers of 
Australia and New Zealand, Robert Menzies"? and Keith Holyoake respectively, 
the attitude of the rest of the leaders was very unfriendly, if not outright 
inimical, in particular Kwame Nkrumah of Ghana and John Diefenbaker of 
Canada. The incongruity was that all these countries practised discrimination 
in one form or another, and some of them were not even democracies, 


Australia had a White Australia Policy of immigration since its founding in 
1901 and practised apartheid in Papua Guinea. In Canada the indigenous 
inhabitants, the Eskimos (Inuit) and Red Indian tribes did not have the vote, 
while since 1876 tens of thousands of aboriginal children had been kidnapped 
and forced to live in White communities and attend White schools.'? Ceylon 
subjugated its Tamil minority in the north of theisland. Ghana was a dictatorship 
whose leader of the opposition had recently fled to Holland, while most of the 
opposition members were in prison, some of whom had been sentenced to 
flogging. India had a caste (colour) system in which 8576 of the population, the 
Harijan or Dalits, were deemed to be untouchable and severely discriminated 
against. Malaya oppressed its Chinese minority to such an extent that there 
were serious riots in 1964 which a year later led to Singapore forming its own 
state. Nigeria was a cauldron of discontent with the Igbos in the south resenting 
the Hausa in the north. In less than four years there was a coup d'etat in which 
its leader, Sir Abubakar Tafawa Balewa was murdered and found lying in & 
ditch. Pakistan was a military dictatorship. 


Dr. Verwoerd explained South Africa's policies eloquently and as usual 
without notes, which enabled him to respond to those who had spoken before 
him. Although he did not appear to be making much impact, he still held the 
belief that South Africa would retain its membership of the Commonwealth up 
until the last day. During the afternoon of 15 March 1961 the text of the final 
communiqué was discussed. The principal impediment was the inclusion 0! 
statement that condemned South Africa's domestic policies and which WOU 

be repeated at all future conferences. This meant that members would rese 
the right to introduce a motion to expel South Africa at any time in the future 
and some members such as Ghana, indicated that they would reserve the rig 


to retain their membership, while South Africa was still a member.

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At 5.20 pm Dr. Verwoerd addressed the conference as follows: 


"South Africa is one of the senior members of the Commonwealth 
and has in the past heartily co-operated with its fellow members. No self- 
respecting member of any voluntary organisation could, however, in view of 
what is being suggested and the degree of interference shown with what are 
South Africa's domestic affairs, be expected to wish to retain membership 
in what is now becoming a pressure group. Under the circumstances I wish 
formally to withdraw my request for South Africa to remain a member of the 
Commonwealth after she becomes a republic on May 31st". !'*! 


Dr. Verwoerd went on to say: 


“I do, however, wish to state that it is ironical that those allegations have 
come from Prime Ministers in whose countries oppression and discrimination 
are openly practised and where the basic principles of democratic government 
are flouted. In this connection I refer in particular to Ghana, India, Malaya and 
Ceylon, although certain other Commonwealth countries are also not free from 
such practices which are sanctioned by legal enactments".'? Dr. Verwoerd also 
found the attitude of Canada immature — “if you find a group of nations which 
cannot come together and forget their differences, then I think you are acting 
like a child".!^ 


In his closing words Dr. Verwoerd said that: 


"The practices which have led to the present unsatisfactory conditions 
prevailing in the United Nations will, I venture to predict, lead to the eventual 
disintegration of the Commonwealth, which all would regret". 14 


By withdrawing South Africa's application, Dr. Verwoerd took the only 
Statesmanlike option open to him, and when he returned to South Africa he 
received a tumultuous welcome from a crowd of over 50,000 supporters at Jan 


Smuts airport, Johannesburg.

FIELD MARSHAL VISCOUNT BERNARD LAW MONTGOMERY OF ALAMEIN

In November and December 1947 Field Marshal Montgomery, who was at 
that time Chief of the Imperial General Staff, visited eleven African countries. 
Thereafter he produced a top secret master plan based on the injection of large 
numbers of White men with brains who would develop these colonies and 
which would act as a bulwark against communism. These territories would 
also be aligned with the Union of South Africa. In his report he said that 
"There will be many people in the UK who will oppose such a plan on the 
grounds that the African will suffer in the process; there is no reason why he 
should suffer, and in any case he is a complete savage and is quite incapable 
of developing the country himself ”. Montgomery's plan was rejected by the 
Labour government, who had their own plans for selling out these territories to 
the international bankers. In his response Montgomery said “It is obvious we 
disagree ... Time will tell which of us was right".!^? 


In November 1959 Field Marshal Montgomery visited South Africa as a 
private citizen for two weeks. He said that the purpose of his visit was “to 
give the lie to a great many things which are being said about what is going 
on in this country". On 26 November 1959, accompanied by his wartime 
chief of staff, Major General Sir Francis de Guingand, Montgomery had a 
two hour conversation with Dr. Verwoerd in Pretoria. Afterwards he said 
that the meeting had been a “pleasant surprise... this obviously sincere, 
quiet-spoken and kindly man. He impressed me as a leader, a man of 
decision and action”.'5! Before sailing for England he said that “he had 
the greatest admiration for Dr. Verwoerd".'? There were further visits by 
Field Marshal Montgomery in June 1961 and in 1962 when a dinner, which 
included 28 guests, was held in his honour at Dr. Verwoerd's Cape Town 
residence, Groote Schuur, on 25 January 1962 and on 13 February 1963 when 
Montgomery had tea with Dr. Verwoerd. IS

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CLASH WITH THE JEWS 


On 11 October 196 l at the United Nations, Israel cast a vote of censure against 
Foreign Minister Eric Louw's speech, in which he had defended South Africa's 
policy of separate development. In reply to a letter received from a Jewish 
rofessional man, Mr. A.S.A. East, who tried to justify Israel's vote against 
South Africa, Dr. Verwoerd replied that South Africa had always “had a feeling 
of sympathy for Israel and general preparedness to co-operate was noticeable 
in South Africa amongst all sections". He was irked, if not betrayed, by the 
hypocrisy of Israel and raised the rhetorical question as to “why, if Israel and 
its Rabbis feel impelled to attack the policy of separate development here, the 
policy of separate development of Israel is not wrong in their eyes as well.'°* 
He said that it was “a tragedy for Jewry in South Africa” and drew attention to 
the fact that so many Jews had voted for the Progressive Party and not for the 
National Party in the recent general election. He also said that South Africa 
did not want “to oppress, but that it is correct that we wish to differentiate and 
separate where there are fundamental differences, whether they are symbolised 
by colour or not. For that reason we believed in the separate State of Israel, but 
now begin to wonder whether that support should be withdrawn if, according 
to their own convictions, the ideal of separate development is fundamentally 


wrong”.!°> 


Without obtaining Dr. Verwoerd’s permission this private correspondence was 
revealed in the press and produced a strong reaction. However, Dr. Verwoerd 
was unmoved and at a conference of the National Party Witwatersrand 
Executive he defended his point of view when he asked “What is the value of

On 9 July 1915 the South African expeditionary force of 67,000 soldiers, under 
the command of General Louis Botha, defeated the much smaller German 
army of 8,000 soldiers, including 3,000 schutztruppe (protection force), led by 
General Victor Franke. 


SouTH WEST AFRICA 


On 28 June 1919 at the Peace Conference at Versailles, South Africa was 
awarded South West Africa as a class C mandate. This allowed the territory to 
be administered under the laws of the Mandatory as an integral part of its own 
territory. Since the granting of the mandate, South West Africa was ruled as 
a fifth province of South Africa. From 1950 white voters were represented by 
four members of parliament and six senators in the South African parliament. 


The League of Nations dissolved itself on 18 April 1946. South Africa did not 
recognise any United Nations jurisdiction and refused to place the territory 
under the latter's trusteeship and thus continued to rule it under the terms of its 
League of Nations mandate. This decision was endorsed by a referendum held 
during May and June of the same year when 208,850 or 85.5% of the tribal 
population in a voter turnout of 242,370 or 81.196 of the eligible voters, voted 
in favour of becoming part of South Africa.'^ 


Over the following years committees of the United Nations drew up 
numerous reports containing accusations of racial discrimination, oppression, 
militarisation of the territory and genocide. There were also demands that its 
inhabitants be granted self-determination. All these reports and demands for 
information and particulars about the administration of South West Africa were 
Ignored.

A half-brother of the Chief of the Hereros Hosea Kutako, Aaron Mungunda, 
who considered himself to be the real leader of the Hereros and had also been 
a member of the Non-European Advisory Board since 1925, expressed similar 
sentiments, saying that only White rule prevented bloodletting. He said that 
the Black man in South Africa had developed more than in any other country 
in Africa, “and even overseas" and wanted to know “In what other country IS 
the Black man better off than here?"!?? As far as the pass laws were concerned, 
he felt that they should not be abolished under any circumstances and said that 
he himself carried a pass, which he looked upon as an "identity certificate". 


Richard Forster, the leader of the Griquas, declared that “It is surprising to hear 
people still speak of oppression of the non-Whites in South West Africa. The 
non-Whites have made such rapid progress that they already use English as 
their first language in the street"!

In June 1958, notwithstanding the fact that the United Nations had no 
custodial function over the mandate, the South African government permitted a 
delegation of the General Assembly's SWA committee under the chairmanship 
of Sir Charles Arden-Clarke, a former governor of Nigeria, to visit the territory. 
The delegation toured South West Africa extensively and had discussions with 
Dr. Verwoerd. They were very impressed with what was being undertaken 
and reported that there were no signs of the serious allegations, such as the 
existence of military bases, which had been made against South Africa. The 
fourth committee of the General Assembly was so enraged with the favourable 
report of the Arden-Clarke committee that it was immediately disbanded and 
nothing further was heard of its positive findings.'? 


In May 1962 in a master stroke of diplomacy, Dr. Verwoerd granted a two 
man United Nations special committee on South West Africa permission to 
visit the territory. No restrictions were placed on their movements and on 
the people they wished to meet. The chairman and vice-chairman were Dr. 
Vittorio Carpio of the Philippines and Dr. Salvador Martinez de Alva of 
Mexico respectively. Prior to the completion of their ten day mission the two 
United Nations’ representatives had a meeting with Dr. Verwoerd in Pretoria, 
after which they issued a joint statement. In this statement it was declared that 
South Africa was absolved from any serious misconduct, that there was no 
oppression or evidence of the native population being exterminated, no signs 
of militarisation in the territory and that no evidence had been found of any 


threat to international peace. 


On his return to New York Dr. Carpio found himself in very hot water and was 
forced to retract his joint statement and redraft his report so that South West 
Africa appeared to be one of the hell holes of Africa. Dr. Carpio claimed that 
Dr. Verwoerd had lured and pressured him into signing the statement. He also 
alleged that his coffee had been poisoned in Pretoria. Meanwhile Dr. Carpio's 
fellow committee member, Dr. de Alva, stood by the original report which he 
Said was accurate, and the whole mission was allowed to degenerate into a 


farce of comical proportions."

These allegations 
were so comprehensively refuted by the defendant's counsel that the plaintiffs 
had no other alternative, but to withdraw them. Three days before the judgement 
the American ambassador in Pretoria sent the South African government, 
an aide memoire which stated that it was expected that the different parties 
would abide by the Court's decision, which the United States said it would 
be obliged to support. This message was clearly issued on the basis that the 
decision would be against South Africa and that if South Africa did not comply 
with it, the infamous war plan'* of the tax-exempt Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace would be implemented. 


On 18 July 1966 the Court delivered its judgement. In a 6-6 split decision the 
president of the Court, Sir Percy Spender of Australia, used his casting vote. 
He held that Ethiopia and Liberia had not established any interest and had no 
locus standi in judicio for bringing charges that South Africa had violated its 
mandate. After the judgement the American ambassador, Arthur Goldberg, 
debased himself by encouraging the African states in the UNO not to submit 
to the decision.5 Nonetheless this judgement was a resounding victory for 
South Africa, which forced the CIA to employ Plan B. Six weeks later the first 


terrorist attack took place on the northern border of South West Africa. 5

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RIVONIA TRIAL 


On 13 July 1963 the security police raided the headquarters of Umkhonto 

we Sizwe (Assegaai of the People), the military wing of the African National 

Congress (ANC) at Lilliesleaf Farm!” in Rivonia, an outlying suburb of 

Johannesburg. There they discovered over a hundred maps detailing potential 

targets for sabotage such as police stations, post offices, Bantu Affairs offices, 
| power stations, electricity pylons and railway and telephone cables.'* 193 of 
| these proposed acts of sabotage had already taken place. They also found a 
| document titled Operation Mayibuye. According to this plan of attack 7,000 
| well armed terrorists would be brought in by air and ship. Two areas in the 
| Cape Province and one each in Natal and Transvaal would serve as bases, 
| The national command was responsible for securing 48,000 anti-personnel 
| mines, 210,000 hand grenades, 1,500 timing devices, 144 tons of ammonium 
| nitrate, 21.6 tons of aluminium powder and one ton of black powder. As the 
| chief prosecutor, Dr. Percy Yutar, said at the subsequent trial, "production 
| requirements" for munitions for a six-month period were sufficient to blow up 
Ä the whole of Johannesburg.”

The ANC is 
and always has been a Jewish outfit masquerading as a liberation movement 
but employed solely for the benefit of the plutocrats."?The trial lasted from 
October 1963 to April 1964. The principal charge was that the accused had 
recruited persons for training in the preparation and use of explosives and in 
terrorist warfare for the purposes of violent revolution and committing acts 
of sabotage. The defence team was lead by Advocate Bram Fischer, a Rhodes 


scholar, who was responsible for writing Mandela's three hour speech, which 
the latter read out from the dock on 20 April 1964. 


Those found guilty of sabotage, including Nelson Mandela, the premier 
puppet of the international bankers, who was already serving a five year 
term of imprisonment, were sentenced to long terms of imprisonment or life. 
Goldreich, the leader and mastermind of the conspiracy to overthrow the 
South African Government, and Wolpe escaped before the trial took place. 
Unaccountably, the prosecution laid charges of the lesser offence of sabotage 
against the defendants, and not treason. If the latter charges had been laid, 
Mandela and his co-defendants would have received, in terms of the then 
existing law, the death penalty. 


On 16 June 1964 Dr. Verwoerd commented on presiding judge Dr. Quartus 
de Wet's judgement in parliament as follows: “These people are criminals, 
Communist criminals...When it is said in these circles that they are glad that 
Mandela received a life-long sentence and not the death penalty, because 


he may later, like Kenyatta, become a leader of the future, then I say, God 
forbid it".19?

In early September 1963 Dr. Verwoerd sent confidential invitations to tle 
foreign ministers of Denmark, Finland, Iceland, Norway and Sweden to visit 
South Africa at the latter’s expense. They would be free to see what they likej 
and speak to whomsoever they wished because “South Africa has nothing of 
which to be ashamed of or to hide away.'?' 


However, instead of replying directly to the South African government, these 
Scandinavian countries in an act of dismaying discourtesy, issued a joint press 
statement in which they refused to send any representatives. They said tha 
they wanted “to continue judging South Africa's policy without firsthand 
knowledge". Dr. Verwoerd replied that he could not imagine “a weaker or more 
wrong excuse than that which they had given. It is clear that the real reason 
for their refusal is that they are afraid of the truth, and to testify to it. They | 
are afraid to base their judgment impartially on the real facts of South African 
policy. We set the test — they failed to pass it”. Dr. Verwoerd concluded 
that *The whole world now knows that they are a people who pretend to be 
impartial and honest, but who prefer to stay away so that they can say e 
they like and only make as if they know. But in the end truth must and wi 


triumph in spite of disappointments". ^ 


SIMON’S TOWN NAVAL AGREEMENT

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On 15 October 1964 the Labour Party defeated the Conservative Party in a 
general election. Mr. Wilson reiterated his undertaking not to supply South 
Africa with arms, and in particular the export of 16 Buccaneer S.50s long 
range low level attack aircraft, which had been purchased under the Simon's 
Town Naval Agreement. Previously in a speech he gave at Pietersburg on 2 July 
1964 Dr. Verwoerd warned Mr. Wilson that if the aircraft were not delivered 

he would terminate the Simon's Town Naval Agreement. i 


After consulting his naval chiefs, Mr. Wilson backed down and allowed the 
export of the aircraft to proceed. An option to purchase a further 16 Buccaneers 
was not allowed and as a result thereof redundancies had to be instituted at the 
Hawker Siddeley factory in Brough, England. 


In 1964 Harold Wilson, Prime Minister of Great Britain, threatened to renege on a contract to 

supply the South African Air Force with 16 Buccaneer S.2 maritime strike aircraft. When Dr. 

Verwoerd indicated that he would cancel the Simon's Town Agreement, which allowed Royal 
Navy vessels to use the naval base, Wilson quickly climbed down. 


FREEMASONRY 


In July 1964 Dr. Verwoerd agreed, at the suggestion of the Leader of the 
Opposition, Sir de Villiers Graaff, to appoint a judicial commission to 
Investigate the influence and activities of all secret organisations, which 
included the Freemasons, the Broederbond and the Sons of England, and to 
determine if these bodies were a danger to the state or peace.

Prior 
to the declaration Dr. Verwoerd refrained from any comments about the dispute. 
In a speech he gave to parliament on 25 January 1966, Dr. Verwoerd said that 
South Africa would continue to maintain good neighbourly relations with

TELEVISION 


In a speech?!‘ given in parliament on 9 March 1960, Dr. Verwoerd ex lained 
the government's position on the introduction of television. He said that 
it was a non-essential service and that it would be advantageous to let 
other countries bear the experimental and developmental costs including 
the transition from black and white to colour. He also mentioned the 
obstacles in providing a service for the whole country and a fair service for 
each language group and that television would have an adverse effect on 
attendance at certain sporting events. He said that commercial television 
would lead to a lowering of cultural standards, particularly if programmes 
were imported from the United States. He also emphasised the dangers of a 
*yellow" TV developing, similar to the yellow press. He cited an American 
survey which found that television advertising had raised the cost of living and 
the cost of some goods by 25%. 


On 14 August 1963 Mrs. Margaret Baird, widow of John Logie Baird the 
inventor of television, defended the South African Government's attitude to 
television at a London press conference. The following month when she visited 
South Africa for a five month visit, she praised the South African Broadcasting 
Corporation, which she found to be “dignified and not impersonal”. She also 
said that some of the programmes on British television "are too sordid for 
words" and when asked if South Africa should have television, she replied: 


"In a lovely country like that, why should we sit inside and watch cowboys on 
television??? 


Dr. Verwoerd said that patience was necessary. Another 16 years would pass 
before television was inaugurated in 1976. He foresaw that old films would be 
continually recycled. Although he lived before the advent of the internet, it is 
fact that this medium of communication has displaced television to an ever- 
increasing extent; hastened in no small measure by the poor quality of many 
Programmes and the unremitting bias in news reporting world-wide."

Dr. Verwoerd saw the first draft of the Hoek report at the end of 1965. It was 
subsequently revised in 1968. In a private interview recorded by the leader of 
the Herstigte Nasionale Party two months before he died, Prof. Hoek disclosed 
that this revised report was stolen from his safe at his offices in Pretoria. 
He also revealed that General van den Bergh was his next door neighbour. 
Notwithstanding that the first report states on the front page that it was written 
for Dr. Verwoerd, Prof. Hoek inferred that Dr. Verwoerd may not have seen it. 
Clearly enormous pressure had been exerted on Prof. Hoek to remain silent 
about the whole matter. 


On 25 January 1966 Dr. Verwoerd referred to the report during his speech at the 
opening of parliament and fired another warning shot in Mr. Oppenheimer s 
direction when he said: ^We shall fight the concentrations of power and 
monopolies which are present in our country and are a fundamental danger”. 

The implications for the Oppenheimer empire were dire, for if the Hoek 
proposals had been implemented, Anglo American's extensive powers woul 
have been severely curtailed. What was bad for Anglo American would thus 


only have been good for South Africa. 
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ihortly after Dr. Verwoerd's assassination, his successor, Balthazar Johannes 
Jorster, warned Professor Hoek not to make his report public as it could cause 
sim embarrassment, and eventually all circulation of the report was forbidden?

There have been occasional rumours that Dr. Verwoerd was planning to reform 
the South African Reserve Bank, but the author has yet to find any credible 
evidence to support such an allegation. However, he can report the following: 


In February 1990 the author was introduced by a neighbour of his, Moyne 
Traill-Smith2” to Mrs. Judy Wolman who resided in Lakeside, a suburb of 
Cape Town. Mrs. Wolman said that in early 1966 she had a private meeting 
with Dr. Verwoerd at his office in Cape Town. She told him all about the 
fraudulent banking monopoly, which creates money out of nothing as a debt 
and enslaves everyone through usury, and how this system was undermining 
South Africa. Dr. Verwoerd was enthralled with what Mrs. Wolman had to say 
and asked her to return for a further discussion. This meeting never took place 
as Dr. Verwoerd was murdered. This newly created awareness of the centra

pr. Verwoerd had an incredible stamina and capacity for work. He usually 
worked for sixteen hours a day, often eating only a sandwich for lunch. When 
he left his office, the boot of his ministerial car was filled with voluminous files 
for further work. Dr. Verwoerd had a prodigious memory and a microscopic 
knowledge and penchant for detail which enabled him to be such an effective 
minister. ?* With his superb intellect Dr. Verwoerd was able to dominate 
proceedings at cabinet meetings like no other leader before or after him. BJ. 
Vorster provides an example of what transpired at a meeting held in January 
1961 to consider what the implications would be if South Africa should leave 
the Commonwealth. Dr. Verwoerd asked each cabinet member to prepare a 
memo about the ramifications for their departments, if such an event should 
take place. Dr. Verwoerd explained that by having all this information at their 
disposal, they would be able to reach a decision. 


"At the meeting where this fateful decision had to be arrived at Dr. 
Verwoerd, very courteously called upon each minister, in order of seniority, 
to read his memo. He had a little notebook with him and from time to time 
he made short notes in it. When every member of the cabinet had delivered 
their memo's he said he would try to sum up this information at their disposal. 
Beginning with the memo delivered by the senior member he briefly summed 
it up, but then commented that unfortunately the honourable member's 
department had failed to include in to their memo this and that and the other 
which was also relevant to the issue.

Although the timbre of Dr. Verwoerd's voice did not produce astriking traject k | 
with his height of 6ft. 2 inches, he nonetheless cut an impressive figure, Hic 
speeches were always well prepared and researched, yet he never used Notes 
and was equally fluent in both English and Afrikaans." Dr. Verwoerd could 
speak for hours, yet an examination of his speeches shows that not a single qM 
word or phrase used could be considered superfluous. A parliamentary reporter | 
once remarked that: | 


“To any student of human nature the sight of Dr. Verwoerd in oratorical 
action in the House of Assembly is fascinating. He speaks with all the confidence 
and assurance in the world. He tosses aside other people's arguments as if they 
were mere baubles of balderdash”.”*' 


Dr. Verwoerd always spoke in a calm and serene manner without having to 
resort to histrionics and without any trace of fanaticism. He never faltered, 
back-tracked or lost his concentration.’ With his extraordinary logic and 
intelligence Dr Verwoerd could not be bested in debate;**’ he simply ground 
his opponents into dust. 


In private conversation Dr. Verwoerd was always very polite and took great 
pains to put his interlocutor at ease.?** He would willingly listen to other 
opinions, but if the arguments raised were weak, he would quickly terminate 
the conversation. Before making an important decision it was his habit to 
consult with the Governor-General and later State President C.R. Swart.”

Dr. Verwoerd received an enormous amount of mail both while he was ? 
cabinet minister and prime minister. Letters of encouragement and advice 
were received. Farmers who needed assistance with their income tax, mine 
workers who were dissatisfied with their shifts, professors who require 
detailed information, students who sought clarification of what they had bee? 
told by their lecturers, were some of the people who wrote to him. Thes

LIFESTYLE 


Dr. Verwoerd led a very modest lifestyle. When moving into a new office he 
| would leave the furnishings unchanged, seeing no need to incur unnecessary 
| state expenditure. Every year he travelled by train for the parliamentary 
| sessions in Cape Town. Not only did this method of transport save the state 

money, but it enabled him to relax and catch up with his reading. It was his 
custom to greet all the personnel of the train right down to the bedding boy and 
at the end of the journey he would thank the engine driver^? Dr. Verwoerd 
never abused his position while in government. He always used his 1942 black 
Chrysler Windsor when attending political meetings in the 1950s and eschewed 
the use of a government vehicle.” When writing letters to private persons, he 
would purchase his own postage stamps. 


Dr. Verwoerd only owned an unassuming cottage at Betty's Bay where he could 
pursue his favourite hobby, angling.

Why would anyone want to assassinate Dr. Verwoerd? Regrettably, there 
were a number of highly placed persons in the financial world who desired his 
demise, and more particularly the Rothschild banking dynasty.

Demetrio Mimikos Tsafendas was born in Lourenco Marques, Mozambique on 
14 January 1918, the illegitimate offspring ofa Cretan, Michaelatos Tsafendakis, 
and his half caste maid Amelia Williams, whose mother was a Swazi.”* He 
spent the first six years of his life with his paternal grandmother in Alexandria, 
Egypt. From 1925 to 1927 he lived in Lourenço Marques and from 1927 to 
1930 he attended an English medium primary school in Middelburg, Transvaal, 
where he was given the nickname “Blackie” because of his dark complexion, 
and passed Standard III. He then returned to Lourenco Marques and attended 
the Anglican Mission School from 1931 to 1933, whereafter he left school. 
Between 1935 and 1938 Tsafendas made three unsuccessful attempts to obtain 
permanent residence in South Africa. Notwithstanding these refusals Tsafendas 
entered South Africa illegally in 1938 and at about this time became a member 
of the South African Communist Party? Tsafendas's communist leanings 
would provide a convenient cover *behind which others in Britain, the USA 
and probably also Israel, as well as some others in South Africa operated"?!

After Solly Jacobson fled South Africa, his former partner, Allan Bird began 
to see him “in a more sinister light, no longer as an altruistic, Starry-eyed 
worker for freedom, but as an international terrorist, aiming with his consorts 
to conquer the world"?! 


During 1964 Dr. Bird met General van den Bergh in order to discuss his deep 
concerns about Jacobson. Van den Bergh listened attentively, but pointed out 
that everything Dr. Bird said was “speculative”, but admitted that “Jacobson’s 
activities aroused suspicion"? The matter for now obvious reasons was not 
pursued, even though pursuit of it may well have saved Dr. Verwoerd's life. 


In 1966 after Dr. Verwoerd's assassination Dr. Bird visited Brigadier Johan . 
Coetzee who was head ofthe Security Police and informed him of his suspicions 
that Dr. Jacobson may have treated Tsafendas at Brighton Mental Hospital. 
Coetzee agreed with Dr. Bird's suspicions and undertook to have the matter 
investigated, but nothing further transpired. On 24 December 1979 Dr. Bird 
visited Brigadier Coetzee about another matter, whereupon Coetzee volunteered 
the following information that *it had been established that Tsafendas was in 
fact treated by Jacobson, immediately before his departure for South Africa" 
in 1963. Dr. Bird continues: *However there was not sufficient evidence to 
have Dr. Jacobson extradited. ‘If he were in the country it might be possible to 
open a case against him,’ he said. This evasiveness was baffling and irritating 
in the extreme. One got the impression that at the top it had been decided to 
liquidate and leave hanging in mid-air the whole sequence of circumstantial 
evidence about Jacobson". Coetzee had once written a book on the life of 
Trotsky and spoke fluent Hebrew.

In the 26 August 1966 South African edition of TIME magazine there appeared 
on the front page the trigger symbol of an assegaai and two drops of blood 
on the right hand side of Dr. Verwoerd's face.

Willie Olivier, Dr. Verwoerd’s recently appointed private secretary, witnessed 
something very strange. Standing at the entrance, in a prominent position, was 
B.J. Vorster in an exceptionally emotional state howling crocodile tears? of 
grief - something which was irreconcilable with his usually austere image and 
behaviour. About the same time future prime minister P.W. Botha crossed the 
floor and wagged his finger furiously at Helen Suzman, the sole representative 
of the Progressive Party and said: "It's you who did this. It's all you liberals. 
You incite people. Now we will get you. We will get the lot of you” 


Dr. Verwoerd's funeral took place on 10 September 1966 in Pretoria. Over 
250,000 people of all races and tribes packed the pavements as Dr. Verwoerd's 
hearse and cortege were driven through the streets to his burial place at the 
Hero's Acre. Most Whites stood in mute grief, but there were anguished cries 
and loud tears from other onlookers, all realising the loss that they had suffered.

Christo von Malen, a carpenter from Pretoria, gave a sworn affidavit 
on 5 October 1966 to the SA Police that in November 1964 a motor 
car stopped next to him 100 yards from Libertas, Dr. Verwoerd's 
Pretoria residence. The driver of the vehicle was Denis Stefanus 
and one of his two passengers was Tsafendas. They asked von 
Malen if he could arrange entry into Libertas, but he said that it 
would be impossible. A few days later these three persons visited 
von Malen and asked him to help obtain a sketch of Libertas 
and showed him a pile of bank notes. Von Malen refused and then was 
attacked with a knife and had to be hospitalized. The Commission

As may be observed from the above, Judge President Beyers and Judge van 
Wyk abused the rules of evidence and were, moreover, negligent, insouciant, 
if not downright dishonest in their application of the M'Naghten rules, where 
every man is presumed sane unless proved otherwise. Both justices brought 
the South African legal system into disrepute, and betrayed the public's trust in 
their so called “independence” with their egregious and amateurish attempts, 
seemingly, to protect the conspirators who were responsible for the murder of 
Dr. Verwoerd. 


The Commission's Report, which exonerated both the Secretary and the Deputy 
Secretary of Parliament of having been guilty of any negligence, was tabled 
before parliament on 13 February 1967.9 Both B.J. Vorster and Hendrik 
van den Bergh had been responsible for the security of.

CONCLUSION 


At the time of his death, Dr. Verwoerd had reached the apogee of his pow, 
so too had South Africa reached a peak of prosperity which is unlikely ob 
achieved again. On numerous occasions Dr. Verwoerd predicted the fate th 
awaited South Africa if civilized rule were to be abandoned an 3 


d rep] 
by a lawless and incompetent Black government under the Suzerainty Ei 
International Money Power. 


On 9 March 1960 Dr. Verwoerd gave the following prescient warning in 
parliament to all the white nations of the world. 

“May the white man, may the White nations of the world, also Britain, 
not lose their intellectual hold or in any other way. If they abdicate on our 
behalf and surrender, then in the long run the the flood of coloured people will 
not only overwhelm us, but in the years to come will reach their lands, and 
eventually overwhelm them too” .3% 


On 12 December 1961 in a speech given to the Council for Coloured Affairs 
Dr. Verwoerd spoke as follows: 


“What happens if the whites lose their hold on a unitary state? Who 
runs the country? Not the Coloureds, but the Bantu. I do not wish to insult 
the Bantu as a group, because I must also seek justice for them. The fact is 
that the experience in Africa proves that if the Bantu obtains authority over a 
country, it will lead necessarily to a dictatorship of a small group of politically 
interested parties amongst them. The Bantu masses will be subject to them 
and will perhaps suffer far more than the suffering that they are alleged to 
experience under a white government”.

rik Frensch Verwoerd South Africa $ Greatest Prime Minister, by Stephen 
Hend d Goodson, is a thoroughly referenced, cogent biography on the ‘man of 
Mitford whom I respectfully suggest remains immeasurably more than only 
a Africa's greatest Prime Minister’, but is one of the greatest statesmen of 


our era. 


Goodson’s portrayal of Verwoerd is particularly valuable in going beyond 
the standard biographical details, and setting Verwoerd in historical context. 
Explained is the overwhelmingly distorted view of ‘apartheid’, which had 
been evolving in South Africa for three hundred years, and which Verwoerd 
made consistent and articulated as a philosophy of life. Only a few years ago 
Maori Party Member of Parliament, Dr. Pita Sharples could still get away on a 
TV interview with literally mistranslating ‘apartheid as ‘apart-hate’. In South 
Africa the policy was one of overwhelming success in the preservation and 
advancement of the myriad of separate identities and a doctrine of state that 
had the support of the majority of Blacks and Coloureds. 


Studying sociology and psychology, Dr. Verwoerd was well aware of the 
complexities of human nature, including the distances between the racial 
psyches and cultures, ‘ethnic psychology’ being one of the subjects studied 
by Verwoerd in 1926. Entering politics in 1934, having been a professor of 
applied psychology, sociology and social science, Verwoerd's first interest was 
in dealing with the problems of poor whites. He served for several years as co- 
director of a social housing project in Cape Town. In 1936 he was appointed by 
Mr. W.A. Hofmeyr, Chairman of Voortrekkerpers, as editor of Die Transvaler.

In 1958 Verwoerd assumed the prime ministership of SA. Verwoerd was fully 
aware of who his enemies were, and exposed the Oppenheimer economic 
empire, and its global associations with the Rothschilds et al and homespun 
plutocrats led by Anton Rupert. The ‘international money power , as Verwoerd 
called it, created a world campaign to vilify SA and bring down apartheid, so 
that, as Oppenheimer openly asserted, Black labour and consumption could 
be more fully utilised. Despite the impressive progress of SA economically, 
the plutocrats claimed that apartheid was stunting development, and it was 
Verwoerd specifically who had to go because of his stubbornness. 


Plutocratic interests based in the USA played a major role in undermining SA, 
primarily through the African Resistance Movement.

In 1961 SA withdrew from the Commonwealth, as the campaign to isolate 
SA gained momentum in world forums such as the UN. Among those who 
opposed Verwoerd were the Israelis, who consistently voted against SA in the 
UN, despite SA's support for Jewish identity in Palestine. Verwoerd became 
fed up with the duplicity. (It could be added that this was a time when Israel 
had its own agenda of filling the power vacuum in Africa as the European 
colonial powers scuttled, hence their support for Idi Amin and for the Mau 
Mau for example). 


The Rivonia Trial in 1963 provided added ammunition for the opponents of 
Verwoerd, when a terrorist Communist Party conspiracy had been unearthed. 


One of the most interesting aspects of Goodson's book is the Hoek Report 
in 1964 by economics professor Piet Hoek, a study of the plutocrats, their 
association with international capital, and an ideological discussion of the 
anti-national character of capitalism. At the head of this was the Oppenheimer 
empire which was paying 5.4% tax on profits.

Finding that support for Dr. Verwoerd was established and unshakeab \ 
among most South Africans, the international bankers resorted to bring E 
case against South Africa in the International Court of Justice in The Hen 
alleging that South Africa had failed to promote the interests of South B.

Even a brief investigation of these allegations by Piet Pretorius, shoots the 
into tatters: He worked- and played as hard as his siblings on the family -— 
the eastern Cape.

If Vorster really was a Freemason for more than 20 years by 1958, Oppenheimer 
surely would never have had to be “tipped off" that he became a Deputy Minister.
